Chicago when May o r DIek 
Daley o fficially welco med a 
v isiting po tentate, as is his 
jo b. The Chicago radio and 
TV statio ns

o ne Lar Daly , who calls him­

Daly , likes to dress up in 
red, white and blue Uncle 
8 am suits, and runs fo r mo st 
av ailable o ffices in Chicago .
